of the tenth chapter of the Goepel of St. John—be- 
ginning, “I am come that they might have life, and 
that they might have it more abundantly.” The dis- 
course was both practical and eloquent, with passages, 
here and there, of great beauty, which reflected great 
credit on the preacher, as a skilful divider of 
the Word of Life. The subhjoined is a brief sum- 
mary of the discourse. No trath, he remarked, was 
deeper inculcated throughout the Scriptures than the 
truth he had chosen to address them upon that after- 
noon, The Lord Jesus was come, in order that the 
truly religious might have the lite which would make 
up for their eternal welfare. The truly religious man 
was conscious of the fearful nature of sin, not only in 
its effects upon the usages and courtesies of life, and 
the manners and laws of a nation, but he was conscious 
of sin in its perilous i:.fluences on the soul, as the wages 
of it were death. There was, secondly, in such an one 
an ardent love towards God and His works, as seen in 
the universe around him. The life that Jesus gives 
produced in the bearts of all that had it, a deep-seated 
love to God, as that great Being upon whom every man 
and woman were dependent for so many blessings, 
temporal and spiritual, which they enjoyed. ‘The in- 
ward cmotions, sentiments, and feclings of the man, in 
relation to eternal things, who hath this life which 
Jesus gives the true believer, are quite different to those 


of the man who hath no discernment of true 
religion. The latter could not estimate properly 
things appertaining unto eternity. They wer 
piaced underneath the things of time in im 
portance by such an one; but, as soon as the 
ite which Jesus gives has entered into the 


heart of the believer, these eternal things are made to 
outvalue all those of time. After remarking upon cer- 
tain peculiarities of vegetable life, the preacher next 
proceeded to say that all life possessed the power of re- 
8 stance withinit toa certain extent, and all life was inſſu- 
enced and operated upon by certain laws which affected 
the sapling the farmer planted in the earth, and the stars 
shining in their places in the heavens by night, and 
chained the oceans down to the face of the round world. 
One of those great laws applying to all material things 
was gravity, which affeeted equally the blade of grass 
in the field, the seedling, and the lark carolling its 
song up in the heavens. Now, the grass, seedling, and 
birds, were subject to the law of gravitation ; and, as 
it was with material life, so it is with spiritual life. For, 
wherever the life which Jesus gives exists, it always 
manifests itself by a resistance to sin, no matter in 
what form or shape it may make its appearance. Was 
the life genuine, derived from the source of all true 
*piritual life, then such would be its invariable mani- 
lestations, But he did not deny but that there were 
some who laid claim to having this life which Jesus alone 
can give, and who had it not—who never manifested 
any resistance to sin. These, then, had not the spiritual 
life the Lord gave to His people; and, no matier how 
such might attend to the outward obeervances of re 
ligious life, they had not its inbiding influences in their 
souls, Ail lovers of life had a great dependence upon 
some other thing tor their support, and were given all 
appropriating power, in order to support themselves 
The birds, blossoms, and man also, hada great depen.

lay ofan hour and forty minutes. A good deal of 
credit is due to the officers of the company, who spared 
no exertion in endeavouring to remedy the delay caused 
by the accident.

like Francis Joseph voluntarily inviting the proximity 
of such a powerful and unscrupulous neighbour as Rus- 
sia, and still more difficult to fancy him placing his em- 
pire at the feet of the Russian Emperor without a blow 
struck in battle—without even a threat of hostilities, 

That a movement in Italy is on the cards this spring 
is patent to every one. The activity of the revolted 
ortions of that peninsula ; the silent concentration of 
French troops in and upon the strong strategical points 
in possession of the Sardinian Government; the ac- 
tivity of the Papal agents in enlisting German mer- 
cenaries ; the general uneasiness which exists from the 
Abruzzi to Terrocina ; the obvious anticipation of an 
impending popular commotion; and, above ail, the 
obstinate resistance of the Pope to reform of the slight- 
est kind, as well as to any severance of the States of 
the Church ; each and all pretend imminent danger to 
the existing state of things—which, it may he added, is 
at best but provisional, and only for the present moment 
Whether that movement will originate with Austria. 
or with the Neapolitan King, or with the French Em 
no cannot clearly be predicted, as it may, and per- 
aps will, depend rather upon accident than design; 
but it is probable that it will begin with the ostensible 
withdrawal ot the French garrison from Rome—as far 
as Civita Vecchia, which will be the signal of an up- 
rising of the Roman population; which uprising will, 
probably, cause the Austrians to cross the Io, and th

THE WATER SUPPLY. 


Dr. Gray said that upon two occasions the house 
had adjourned for the purpose of affording an oppor- 
tunity to cbtain from the two Canal Companies a 
statement as to the terms upon which they would sup- 
ply the city with water. Subsequently to the second ad- 
journment, a letter had been received from the Secre- 
tary of the Canal Company, and on receipt of that 
letter the house had again adjourned, referring it to the 
consideration of the special committee, with direétions 
to bring up a report in reference to the propoéitions 
therein made, and now to lay before 
the house the report of the special com- 
mittee, in reference to that letter and the proposal. It 
was necessary, however, to remind the house that it 
was only when the committee of twenty had received 
from the Chairman of the Grand Canal Company a 
communication stating that they would not be able to 
supply more than half the quantity required, and that 
even that amount could not be guaranteed—it was 
only then he repeated that the committee deemed it 
necessary to look out for other sources from which they 
could get an adequate supply for the wante of the city. 
Dr. Gray then called the attention of the house to the re- 
port of the sub-committee, dated 25th Oet., and which 
referred to the necessity of procuring a supply of water 
ofa certain quality, pure, free from organic matter, and 
capable of being distributed at high pressure tothe city. 
Asa sequence of the negociations entered upon, the 
Grand Canal Company had offered by letter to supply 
six million gallons daily from the Iith Lock, at a rent 
of £1,800 a-year; but subsequently they declined to 
guarantee any fixed quantity whatever. It was, 
then, owing to the fact that such a supply as was con- 
sidered necessary would not be guaranteed by the 
Canal Companies, that they were driven to look for 
a2 supply from other sources. Here Dr. Gray referred 
to the steps successively taken by the committee at the 
time, and to some remarks of his own upon the subjeet 
before the house, which have already been published, 
and proceeded to say that after having received the re-

It was 
ue to these gentlemen to make this avowal, though he did 
not by any means intend thereby to cast an imputation 
upon the gentlemen of the other company, by whom 
they had been offered six million gallons daily from a high 
level, at a rent of £1,800 a year, and by whom that offer 
was withdrawn, and followed by another to supply 
three million gallons at a rent of £1,900 a year.

{xanpanies to supply us with six million gallons on the 
ove side of the city, and four millions on the other, at 
arent of £4,000 a year, he regretted to sec a statement 
made by a gentleman which he did believe, at first, 
rose from a mistake of the reporters, but, on referring 
to the deport of the proceedings of the Grand Canal 
Company, of last Saturday, he found the same words 
attributed to Mr. La Touche, by the several morning 
papers, and, therefore, he should infer that he used 
them.

Mr. ‘iagart objected to the adoption of the resolution, 
which would involve an expense of £150,000, better than 
half the expenditure which would be required to take 
the water from Coy's Ford. 

Mr. Codd said the Water Works Bill was to be read 
a second time on Thursday next, and many persons 
who were at present alarmedas to the supposed uncer- 
ain character of the Liffey water, if the Corporation 
pledged themselves to the Canal scheme, those persons 
would be most anxious that the bill should be read a 
secondtime. Butif the Corporation adjourned without 
aftirming the resolutions ot the Canal Companies, the 
great probability was, that the local members would 
oppose the second reading of the bill in Parliament. Ifthe 
second reading of the bill was postponed, it would be 
virtually a deteat of the bill, and the Corporation would 
lose all the money which they had expended on it. 

Mr. Tagart said that, after the explanation given by 
Mr. Codd, he would be very unwilling to offer further 


opposition. 

Mr. Martin Bourke observed that the citizens of Dub- 
lin owed a deep debt of gratitade to Dr. Gray, for the 
course which he had taken in reference to the bill.

TUE IRISH MAIL SERVICE—LAUNCH OF ONE 

OF THE FOUR NEW STEAMSIIPS. 

On Saturday the launch of the Ulster, one of the new 
steamers constructed by the City of Dublin Steam. 
packet Company, took place at Birkenhead, at the dock - 
yard of Messrs. John Laird and Co, the builders, to 
whom the coustruction of three of the four new steamers 
has been confided. ‘The dimensions of the vessels are 
alike, the main admeasurements being as follows;— 
Length over all, 350 feet; depth of hold, 20 feet; wiith, 
33 tweet; draught of water, 12 to 13 feet; tonnage, 2,000; 
nominal horse-power, 750; average speed, 20 miles an 
hour. The engines are oscillating, and the paddle- 
wheels have feathering floats. Mr. Lai has 
adopted his well-known wave principle to the hull 
of his vessels, which bear a striking resem- 
blance to those fast-going steamers contructed by 
him some years ago—the Countess of Ellesmere and 
Ellen Vannin. Like these steamers, the new Holy- 
head steamships have a considerable spring in the 
keel forward, and some rise aft. The vessels will be 
very little ornamented externally, bat they will a pear 
very much like steam-yachts when on the water, They 
will each have two tunnels, and two comparatively 
slender masts for fore and aft sails to steady them in a 
heavy sea, their great speed rendering them otherwise 
independent of the wind. The — at which these 
vessels are to travel through the water, and the con- 
tingency there may be of collision with passing ships, 
rendered it a matter of paramount interest that they 
should be unusually strong. 

The deck itself is flush, and its great 
will be broken by no obstruction save the small 
cabin entrances. The vessels will have splendid suites of 
cabins forward and aft, and it may give some idea of the 
nature and extent of the accommodation provided 
when it is stated that the ladies’ cabin will not only be 
a separate apartment, but that it will be so much 
isolated as to have its own distinct entrance from the 
deck.
